CORK AND KERRY. 

County Cork captures included 195 shot- 
suns, fifles and revolvers, about 5,000 rounds 
of ammunition, five land mines, and a large 
-upply of grenade detonators—661 altogether. 
Kefry ‘accounted for 96 guns of various types, 
and 560 rounds of ammunition. Twenty-two 


rifles, Veil “revélvers, 61 Shot-guns, a land 
mine and 1,875 rounds of ammunition 
made up several hauls in Leix-Offaly, 


while a machine gun, 42 guns, 342 rounds 
of ammunition and 7 lbs. of high explosive 
were found in Kilkenny.

Susan Langstaffe Mitchell was born in the 
‘sixties of the last century, of a Western land-. 
owning family. She was educated in Dublin, 
and, having early shown an aptitude for writ- 
ing, became the Sub-Editor of the /rish 
Hlomestead in 1901. On the amalgamation of 
the Homestead with the ZJrixh Statesman, 
under the editorship of Mr, George Russell 
(‘AG’), Miss Mitchell” continued her 
journalistic work on that paper, where her

critiques of drama and her reviews of fiction 
attracted wide notice for®their insight and 
breadth of view. It is as a writer of brilliant 
humorous verse, however. that Miss Mitchell 
is best known outside Dublin, and her '' Aids 
to the Immortality of Certain Persons”’ 
achieved for her a well-merited renown among 
those to whom the originals of her brilliant, 
but gentle, satire were known. 
wit, which never lost her a friend, was in the 
best tradition of the pre-Victorian humorists, 
without the over-pungent irony which some- 
times distinguished our Irish satirists. 

It is less well known that Miss Mitchell was 
a poet gifted with delicacy of feeling and 
abundant, but 
and. her little book ‘‘ The Living Chalice.’ 
so highly appreciated by Alice Meynell and 
other writers of lyric verse, has provided

poems for several carefully-selected antho- 
logies. Her charm, derived from a combina- 
tion of the rarely-mingled qualities of 


courage, affection and fidelity, with humovr, 
culture and a serious moral outlook, was 
crowned by a most catholic interest in the 
poor, the sorrowing and the suffering. Having 
warm political convictions, she never allowed 
them to warp her judgment of people, which 
was sagacious and acute, or to affect her 
friendships. 


Apart from Her gifts asa writer, Miss 
Mitchell was a lover of her friends, of her 
country and of human kind. She will be 


deeply and widely mourned in Ireland and by 
British and American friends.

TWO MEN CHARGED. 

There was a sequel to the robbery of £140 
from |the Munster and Leinster Bank, 
funclody, Co. Wexford, by armed men on 
December 18, 1925. when Thomas Hanley, 
Tinahely, Co. Wicklow, and James Keegan, 
Currane, Borris, Co. Carlow, were charged at 
the Enniscorthy District Court in connection 
with the affair.

MOTOR LICENCE REVENUE. 

During the same periods of the three years 
named—from January dst to February 28th 'n 
each year—the total revenue derived from all 
forms of motor licences in the city of Dublia 
was :-——1924, £39,743 12s.; 1925. £44.432 l1ós., 
and in 1926, £51,435 Os. 6d. For the whole 
of the vear 1924 the total revenue was 
£69,703, and for 1925, £75,995. It may safely 
be assumed that.the total income at the close 
of 1926 will be far in excess of any previous 
year.

If we 
gave compensation for cattle destroved in 
ccnsequence of outbreaks in Great Britain 
we could not tell what might eventually 
happen.

The Free State’s Minister for Education 
has snubbed the perfervid inspector who | 
seeks to exorcise the English language, 
but the Government has decided to enforce 
a full policy.of bilingualism: It has begun 
with the primary schools, and the workings 
of the new policy are revealed in the official 
report for 1924-1925 which we summarised 
yesterday. Other subjects still find a place 
in the schook- programmes, but in ‘this 
the demands of Irish control 
all the operations of a feverish year.

If 
the Free State were a rich country, and 
lí bilingualism could be introduced with 
no loss of material welfare and without 
any invasion of personal liberty, tne ex-] 
periment might be regarded as interesting 
and unobjectionable. In its present shape, . 
however, the Itish people cannot afford 
it. They cannot afford the large sums 
that are being expended upon it. They 
cannot afford the precious time which it 
I“. stealing from their children in the 
schools. Least of all can they afford that 
these children shall be made unfit for the 
battle of life at home and in every part 
of the world. Even if Irish were a religior’

as Inspector Morris sings, it ought not to. 
be possible to say of the Saorstat’s 
citizens— 

Tantum religio potuit suadere malorum. 
We put smaller blame on the Govern- 
ment than on the people themselves. 
The Government has no sort of 
mandate for this compulsion, but it 
is presuming, naturally enough, upon the 
lack of any ‘serious opposition’ to its 


| policy. The Saorstat is living still under 


the tyranny of the ancient shibboleths, 
and the persons who have best knowledge 
of the havoc that is being wrought by com- 
pulsory Irish—parents, national teachers, 
headmasters of secondary schools, unt- 
versity authorities—are afraid .; open 
‘heir mouths lest they may be taunted 
with lack of patriotism. They, and the 
patient crowd, are the victims of their 
own conspiracy of silence. 


““ Broadcasting.” 

The long awaited report of the Broad- 
casting Committee, appointed by. the 
British Government, was. published in 
London yesterday. It contains no sur- 
prises. As everybody anticipated, the 
Committee recommends that a public 
corporation shall be formed, consisting of 
from five to seven Commissioners appointed 
by the Crown, and that this body, which 
will be known as the British Broadcasting 
Commission, shall take over the British 
Broadcasting Company as a going concern 
on the first day of next year. It is recom- 
mended that the men chosen for the new 
Commission shall be men of “ judgment, 
independence and business acumen”’ ; that 
they shall be remunerated adequately for 
their work, and that the term of their 
original. appointment shall be five years. 
The Commission: thus will be completely 
free of commercial influences. It will have 
power to raise capital, and, although 't 
will bé nominally under the control of the 
Postmaster-General—and ,, ultimately, of 
course, of Parliament—the report sug- 
gests that it. shall have the maximum 
amount of freedom. The report out- 
lines an ambitious programme for the 
new Commission. Licences will continue 
to. cost ten shillings, but will be given 
free tithe blind. Generous provision will 
be made for research and experiment, and 
the Commission: will be empowered to 
appoint as many advisory sub-committees 
as it; may deem necessary for the arrange- 
ment of suitable programmes. There is a 
strong recommendation in favour of A 
better standard, especially in respect of 
musical programmes, and the Committee 
declares that, even if the cost of good 
artists is high, the engagement of the 
best available talent will be a wise invest- 
ment. It deprecates the-tendency to make 
the selection; of programmes a matter of 
mere routine; and evidently is determined 
that no efforts shall be spared to raise the 
standard of British “ broadcasting ’’ to the’ 
highest possible level. We commend the 
Committee’s report to the Free State 
authorities, and hope ~ its lessons will 
not be ignored by the directors of 2RN. 
“ Broadcasting” no longer is a toy for the 
nightly deléctation of suburban drawing- 
rooms. It has become a most powerful 
instrument for the dissemination of culture 
as well as of amusement; and in the hands 
of properly selected people its possibilities 
are almost. unlimited. When the Dublin 
Broadcasting Station was opened few were 
inclined to be critical of the programmes 
that were arranged in circumstances of 
very great difficulty ; but the experimenta! 
stage ought to be at an end now. Holders 
of guinea licences are entitled to demand 
a higher standard of entertainment than 
that which is provided at present, and it is 
high time that an effort should be made to 
improve the programmes. After all, Irish 
subscribers are not the only people who 
listen to the performances of 2RN. Not 
only British, but continental, critics tune- 
in to Dublin’s wave length ; and, naturally, 
they are inclined to base their estimate of 
Irish culture on what they hear. 


Dublin’s Motor Cars. 


The latest registration figures for the 
City of Dublin show a steady increase in 
the number of motor vehicles that congest 
our streets. A year ago there were 1,836 
privately-owned motor cars in the city; 
now there are 2,271, and the number that 
is registered in the county probably is 
The number of com- 
mercial vehicles. has risen from 1,188 to 
1,420, while hackney cars have jumped 
from 3544 to 404.. Only motor bicycles 
show a decline in number—from 829 to 
748—but as soon as the good weather 
begins this temporary decrease probably 
will be overhauled. Dublin’s motor traffic 
rapidly is becoming a serious problem. The 
police are making praiseworthy efforts to 
cope with it, but neither motorists nor 
pedestrians. seem yet to have been able to 
accommodate themselves to the condition of 
affairs which has been created by the great 
increase in the number of motor vehicles 
on the streets. The days of the horse are 
numbered. Already the once familiar 
jarvey is beginning to disappear from the 
main thoroughfares, and the spick and span 
‘“ yoke ’’ of former days has been replaced 
by decrepit side-cars which are to be foun: 
only in the back streets. The advent of 
the taxi-cab has destroyed the individuality 
of Europe’s cities. There was a time not 
so very long ago when London could be 
recognised by its hansoms, Paris by its 
fiacres, Moscow by its droschkis, and Cork 
by that mysterious mode of locomotien 
known as the covered car. Now all are 
alike. The ‘‘ taxi ’* has become ubiquitous ; 
and, while it undoubtedly has improved 
the comfort and efficiency of city lifejcit 
has deprived civilisation of much of its 
former charm.. Motor boats .are driving 
the gondolas from the canals of Venice. 
just as the Dublin jarvey car. is being 
ousted by the automobile. and even the 
picturesque rickshaws of the Orient dre 
being forced to yield before the attack of 
the internal combustion engine. Dublin 
was one of the last cities in Europe to say 
good-bye to the horse ; but the die has heen 
cast, and the cheery crack of the jarvey’s 
whip,soon wil} be heard no more.

, Bulls and Bears. 

The remarkable excitement on the New 
York Stock Exchange, which culminated 
on Wednesday. in a “record” turn-over 
of nearly four million shares, marks the 
end of the lorigest “ bull ” market in the 
history of the United States. The 
“bullish”? moyement. began, in 1921. and 
since that time prices have been rising 
steadily. Last November, when the 
‘" boom ” was at its height, the: increase of 
the Boston Bank rate gave it a temporary

The reaction begah a week ago, and on 
Wednesday shares were unloaded on the 
market with frenzied haste. Speculators 
lost their heads completely, and everybody 
was anxious .» get’rid of his commitments 
as quickly as possible. Fortunately, the 
panic did not last very long, and almost 
immediately afterwards prices began to rise 
again. . Now they are nearly normal, and 
the wise investors who.bought at the right 
moment have realised large fortunes. This 
devastating fall in ‘prices, was inevitable, 
for the simple reason that there 1s a limit 
to the duration of a “ bullish ’’ ‘movement. 
Mr. Mellon, Secretary to the United States 
Treasury, believes that it will prove to 
have had a salutary effect on the market in 
general, and that no real damage has been 
done to the commercial community. The 
American investing public has so much 
money at its disposal that old standards 
are disappearing completely, and the New 
York Stock Exchange is being transformed 
into a kind. of glorified Casino. The 
gambling spirit is very strong among the 
business classes, with the result that 
speculation in everything from gilt-edged 
securities to gold bricks has become a 
passion in, certain sections of American 
society. Lackily for the United States the 
credit situation hardly could be stronger. 
Otherwise Wednesday's fit of financial 
madness might haye had extremely serious 


results for the nation.

Every year brings an increase 
in the number of people who.desire to inspect 
the. Royal Apartments, and visitors from 
America make a large proportion of the 
crowd. 

Princess Beatrice was involved in a motor 
accident on Thursday, when she was,on her 
way to visit the Queen Victoria Hospital at 
Nice. When she was turning out of the gates 
of the Duke of Connaught’s Villa at Cap 
Ferrat, near Beaulieu, her car came into 
collision with a French car, and, though both 
chauffeurs pulled up instantaneously, the 
screéns of both cars were smashed and the 
wheels somewhat badly damaged. The 
Princess, though much shaken, decided to 
continue her journey, and had an enthusiastic 
reception at the hospital.

COLD RECEPTION OF

WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

The bill which secured first place in the 
Order Raper of the House of Commons to- 
day san, promoted by the Labour Party. 
It professed to provide a new remedy for deal- 
ing with unemployment, but it was looked 
upon by Ministerialists as a mere vote-catch- 
ing device, and it was riddled from beginning 
to,end by Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland, the 
Minister for Labour, when his turn came to 
reply to very specious arguments which had 
been advanced in its favour. 

The bill, which was termed the Prevention 
of Unemployment Bill, was explained by Mr. 
Lees-Smith, who considered it as an effective 
method of anticipating periods of depression, 
when unemployment was most acute. It sét 
up, in fact, what was an entirely new and 
novel department, which was to be called the 
National Employment and Development 
Board. Its chairman was to be the Minister 
of Labour, and its members would include 
all Ministers who could in any way influence 
employment, either by giving contracts or by 
employing direct labour. The Board was to 
have a regular income of ten millions a 
vear, and its main duty was so to regularise 
the volume of trade and work that the coun- 
try would no longer be confronted with the 
spectacle of men and women having to look 
to the ‘‘dole’’ for the means of subsistence. 

“ OUR ECONOMY BILL.” 

“Tt is our economy bill,” declared Mr. 
Lees-Smith, who, with a magnificent gesture, 
drew cheers from his colleagues. 
difference between this bill and the forthcom- 
ing bill of the Government was that the 
Labour Party intended to economise om the 
interests of capital, instead of on the lives of 
the people. | 

Mr. Shepherd, who succeeded to Mr. W. E 
Pease’s seat at Darlington, made his maiden 
speech in support of the bill. His 
first complaint was that there were long 
arrays of empty benches on the Ministerialist 
side of the House, when what he described as 
the greatest tragedy of our national life was 
the main discussion. The hon. member's ex- 
perience of Parliamentary life has been short, 
but it has been sufficient to enable him to 
come to the conclusion that the House lacks 
reality. He went on‘to talk about the menace 
of a constant state of unemployment. The 
present state of things, he said, was tragic, 
and it had already made. his eldest daughter, 
aged eleven, to revolt against society. 

REJECTION MOVED. 

The reiection of the bill was moved by Mr. 
A. Duff-Copper, who strongly objected to the 
delegation of the problem of unemployment to 
a body which was virtually independent of 
Parliament. He scoffed at the notion that 
this bill could provide any real remedy for 
unemployment, and said that it was ridiculous 
to decide how much this new body was to 
spend, before it had settled how it was going 
to’ spend it. He was not particularly im- 
pressed with measures brought forward by 
the Labour Party, but this particular one was 
guite unworthy of them. 

Other Conservative speakers were equally 
severe, and there were not many outside the 


Labour Party who had anything to say im 
favour of the measure. One of them, how- 
ever. was Mr. Trevelvan Thomson, the 
Liberal member for Middlesbrough, who con- 
sidered that the bill-was crammed full of 
practical common-sense. 

Sir- A. Steel-Maitland turned down the bill 
on the ground that it failed to comply with 
anv of the: essential conditions for reheving 
unemployment. His speech provided Mr. 
Tom Shaw with a good excuse for taunting 
‘him and his colleagues with having tacitly 
confessed) that the Government had no 
remedy, but were simply waiting in the hope 
that something would turn up to relieve the 
situation.

MR. CHURCHILL’S VISIT.

| BELFAST, Friday. 
Mr. Churchill and the weather have been 
the outstanding events of- the week. |The 
latter has been simply execrable. No one 
really objects to a good fall of snow, but a 
series of blinding ‘snowstorms succeeded 
by short periods of bright sunshime, 
all to the accompaniment of -a gale of wind, 
is sufficient to try anyone’s. temper. The 
recent statistics issued by the Meteorological 
Bureau show that January and February have 
been two of the wettest months on record, 
nearly ten inches of rain having fallen in 
Belfast up to date. If, however, March keeps 
up her present rate of progress, even that 
appalling total will be easily beaten.

He said that he could not refrain from 
expressing the deep concern with which every 
nation looked at the discussions which were 
proceeding in France, and the general sense 
that unless the whole question was fated 
with courage and patriotism the results might 
be such as to bri about disaster which 
would not be confined to France itself. 

After dealing in summarised form with the 
reports received from the National Com- 
mittees of the respective countries, Mr. Leaf 
summed up as follows. Everywhere, with 
hardly an exception, there are the same com- 
plaints of the difficulty of finding markets for 
manufactures. The capacity for production 
is there, and is Ó om much ‘larger than 
in pre-war times, but the products are stag- 
nating because they are fefused, or at least 
hampered by foreign tarifis and trade 
barriers. Tanta unemployment, stagnation 
of industry and a lamentable waste of 
potential human energy. 

The whole standard of living is lowered 
by the artificial restrictions on human 
efficiency. A European trade league would 
have opén markets on, at least, the same 
scale as those of the United States, and 
would thus be able to compete in production 
on equal terms with that vast area of free 
trade intercourse... National jealousies force 
us here t6 employ in suicidal trade struggles 
the efforts which should be céncent?ated on 
the general advancement of human well 
beimg.— (Reuter.) 


EX-SERVICE MEN AND 
PENSIONS. 


EFFECT OF THE SEVEN YEARS’ 
CLAIM LIMIT. 

Addressing a large meeting of Monaghan 
ex-Service men, at which a branch of the 
British Legion was formed, Major J. J. 
Tynan, D.8.0., Organising Secretary of the 
Legion in the Free State, called attention to 
the serious situation that had arisen in eon- 
sequence of the enforcement “of the seven 
years’ time. limit for claims to. pension, as 
well as the time limit for appeals. The 
health of many ex-Service men had grown 
worse as years rolled by, and the apathy 
with which they regarded things at the 
beginning was wiped out when. they found 
themselves gradually getting worse, and un- 
able to carry on their ordinary occupations. 
This was one of the most important matters 
affecting ex-Service men at present. 

It was unfair to ex-soldiers, where it was 
clear that they were suffering in consequence 
of services rendered in the war, that they 
should be denied proper compensation from 
the Pensions Ministry, whether it was seven 
or eight or ten years after their discharg 
The Legion was trying to get this time-limit 
wiped out; with a strong active organisat on 
they could make themselves felt. There 
were 186,000 ex-Service men in Southern 
Ireland, and if they were — thoroughly 
organised they would be a great power.

The Judge observed that Captain Hender- 
son left court without the slightest imputation 
on his character. 
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THE TREATMENT OF CRIPPLED 
CHILDREN. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The attention of the Board of 
Governors of the Incorporated Orthopedic 
Hospital of Ireland has been drawn to some 
statements concerning the treatment (of 
crippled children in Ireland which were 
reported in the /Jrish Times of the 27th 
branes. It. was announced that, until 
recently, no effort had been made to devote 
hospitals entirely to the treatment of such 
cases. I am directed by my Board to point 
out the inaccuracy of this statement. 

Fifty years ago the late Surgeon R. L. 
Swan, the pioneer of orthopedic surgery in 
Ireland, founded a hospital solely for the 
treatment of crippled children in Usher's 
Island. The success attending his enterprise 
was demonstrated by the growth of the 
institution, which was moved to Great Bruns- 
wick street in 1883 and to 22 Upper Merrion 
street in 1902. That over. 30, deformed 
and crippled children have been treated in 
the hospital during the last fifty years removes 
the stigma of callous neglect of the Irish 
cripples, and the fact that not only the 
Corporation of Dublin give an annual grant, 
but that also County Councils throughout 
Ireland send their patients to the institution, 
is an additional proof that the work carried 
on within its walls is recognised and approved 
of by municipal authorities, some of whom are 
represented on the Board. 

The recent extension of open-air treatment 
for crippled children, which has led to the 
establishment of open-air hospitals at Cappagh 
and Stillorgan, is welcomed by all interested 
in these afflicted little ones; but without the 
special nooner? in Dublin and Belfast there 
would be little hope of dealing with a tithe 
of the cripples in Ireland, estimated in the 
statement above alluded to at “* hetween 
10,000 and 15,000, with an additional 1,000 
every wear.

If one were seeking for an example of 
irony one could find no better illustration 

an is presented in Ireland's failure to 
anareritte her own stained glass. We in 
Ireland have seldom been accused of undue 
self-effacement; i we have sometimes 
been called conceited, yet when we posssss 
a legitimate source of pride we fail 
recognise its very existence. When we want 
stained -glass we go to Italy, '- the home of 
art.” Reting: on this argument, we might 
as well go to America for our potatoes and to 
Tunis for our oats. If there is such a 
thing as a present-day “ home of art,” it 1s 
unquestionably to be ‘found in Sweden, and 
yet any cultured Swede would undoubtedly 
tell us that the best Irish stained glass need 
fear comparison with no other glass in the 
world: our Swede might go on to tell us 
that Ireland is leading the world. Truly is 
it said that a prophet is without honour in 
his own country. Jhe.glass we are about to 
consider starts for Singapore next Wednesday. 

The exhibition on view to-day, and over 
Monday and Tuesday of next week, at Miss 
Purser’s Studio, 24 Upper Pembroke street, 
Dublin; Acomprises. a three-light window 
designed and éxecuted by Mr. Herbert V. 
McGoldrick, and nine lunettes by Miss Kath- 
leen Quigly: This order is-for an influential 
Chinese gentleman, Mr. Eu Tong Sen, 
O.B.E., for his treasure house and ballroom 
at Singapore. The visitor to this exhjbition 
must bear in mind the intensity of the sun- 
light that has necessitated an unusual depth 
of colour in the glass. This, no doubt, 
accounts for the somewhat’ heavy tone that 
obtrudes here and there into the design. In 
the large window, which contains a hundred 
square feet of glass, the artist has aimed at 
presenting an architectural balance executed 
mainly in primary colour, with a great band 
of silver sea cutting the picture across the 
centre, dividing it, in fact, rather too 
obviously. This window represents almost 4 
year’s work; scholarly and thoughtful, it 
conveys genuine architectural quality in its 
relation between the horizontal and the 
Vertical, while a' sensitive manipulation of 
neutral greys and opalescent silver tends to 
modniate the brilliancy of the stronger 
colours. The three central figures are, 
perhaps, almost stridently individual, possibly 
restless, but the strength of the composition 
ensures a satisfactory unity. 

The nine lunettes represent, respectively, 
Endymion, Orpheus, Pan, Bacchus, Neptune, 
Cupid and Psyche, a and Daphne, Ceres 
and Proserpine, and Diana with her hounds. 
Among the more striking there is Neptune, 
with his crimson-winged fish-horse in an 
agitated sea of conventionally interlacing greens 
and blues. Then we have Ceres and Proserpine, 
carried out in a depth of blue, accompanied 
by the liveliest of goats; throughout Miss 
Quigly shows an _ attractive handling of 
irresponsible animals. Endymion is also an 
excellent composition, and is shown asleep 
under the night sky luminous with stars.

ANOTHER CUSTOMS TAX? 


a --- 
STRABANE COUNCIL AND TOLL 
ON FLAX. 


At the monthly meeting of the Strabane 
Urban District Council on Monday mght, Mr. 
William. Forbes, in accordance with notice, 
moved that the Council should put a tax on 
all commodities coming into the town ** from 
a horse down to a butter milk churn,” and 
that their solicitor should be imstructed to 
get a provisional order from the Northern 
Government to this effect, so that the Council 
then would be in a position to Marry this 
proposal through. Mr. Forbes expressed the 
opinion that not only would the Council bene- 
fit in revenue by hs. proposal, but the town 
in yeneral- would also benefit. bl 

Mr. Michael Bradley seconded the ‘motion. 

The Chairman (Mr, Charles Brown, J.P.), 
moved a direct ‘negative, holding that the 
proposal was both unworkable and impractic- 
ab'e, and would be of no | enefit to anybody. 
In the first place, it would cost a sum of 
£300 to get the provisional order. Then the 
probability was that the proposal would be 
defeated by the opposition in the town, and 
the Council would be heaping on expense for 
no purpose. They would be unable to tax 
oats sold by sample, and the only thing that 
they could put a toll on was symething hike 
milk; and then it would be the poor who 
would suffer by the new impost. 

Mr. William Harpur, J.P., in seconding the 
amendment, said that everybody stood to lose 
if the resolution were passed. Nobody would 
gain, and the poor would be taxed out of 
wxistence;: farmers would be driven out of 
the town with their commodities to other 
towns where there was no toll, and the town 
would be a heavy loser. 

Mr. Michael Bradley said that there was 
already a toll paid on all flax coming into the 
market and into the stores in the market, 
aithough the purchasers were paying both 
rents and rates, and out<ide stores could pur- 
chase in the town without any: payment at 
all. 

The Chairman and other members ex- 
pressed surprise, stating that they were -un- 
aware of any toll being paid, but Mr. Michael 
McShane; J.P.. assurei them that Mr. Brad- 
ley’s statement was correct. When Mr. 
McShane had brought in flax to the market 
he had.had to pay the toll. 

It was eventually decided to refer the 
matter of the resolution and the toll to a 
Committee of the Gouncil, to confer with their 
solicitor on the subject. 
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POSITION OF FOOTBALL 


COUPON VENDORS. 

The Liverpool stipendiary has _ ruled 
that a man sellin football coupons, notwith- 
standing that such occupation rendered him 
liable to prosecution, was employed within 
the meaning of the Unemployed Insurance 
Act, and therefore was not entitled to receive 
unemployment benefit. 

The case was gone int some weeks ago, the 
point at issue being whether a person who 
was fined for selling coupons at a time when 
he had signed as being unemployed was fol- 
lowing employment within the meaning of the 
Act. The man was fined £5 for selling foot- 
ball coupons in the street. 

Mr. Edwin Lynskey, for the defence, sub- 
mitted that as the defendant was doing some- 
ing that was illegal fe could not be said 
to have been employed within the meaning 
of the Act. 

The stipendiary said that it would be con- 
trary to the spirit of the Act if the Court 
was compelled to say that a man was entitled 
to draw unemployment pay while engaged in 
an occupation such as the defendant had been 
following. Regarding it as a test case,’ he 
fined the defendant only ten shillings.

BELTURBET’S CALL TO 
COUNTY COUNCIL. 

At a largely attended meeting of the rate- 
payers of the Belturbet electoral division in

“ That the ratepayers of Relturbet Elec- 
toral Division. call upon our representatives 
on the County Council not to strike a rate of 
more than 5s. in the £, seeing that the people 
are not in a financial position to pay any 
rate exceeding that amount.

House, big wal A for a declaration that the 
part of the lands of Rathnaveen Ryan, con- 
taining about 120 Irish acres, situated in the 
barony of Clanwilliam, Co. Tipperary, were 
subject to the trusts of the will of Michael 
Ryan, dated September 6, 1875, so far as they 
affected the lands, and that the trusts should 
be carried into execution under the direction 
of the Court; a declaration that she was 
entitled to the lands under the will, and also 
an injunction against the defendant, and an 
order for administration of the real and per- 
sonal estate of the late John Ryan. 

The plaintiff, suing as administratrix and 
in her personal capacity, claimed that she and 
her sister, Mrs. Ellén McCarthy, now de- 
ceased, were co-heiresses of John Ryan. 

The defendant, as widow of the deceased, 
who was in possession of the lands since her 
husband's death, claimed to be ‘entitled, under 
the Intestates Act, 1890, to all the personal 
estate of the deceased and to dower out of 
such of his lands as consisted of realty. 

It appeared that under a deed of marriage 
settlement the defendant had an option or 
right of election as to whether she would take 
the lands or a sum of £1,000 which she had 
brought to her husband as fortune on the 
marriage; and the case largely turned upon 
the construction of that deed. 


At the hearing it was stated on behalf of | 


the plaintiff that the injunction and adminis- 
tration claims would not be proceeded with. 
In his judgment, Mr. Justice Meredith 
decided that the defendant was entitled to 
elect whether she would take the £1,000 men- 
tioned in cash or a life interest in the lands. 
Mr. Shannon, K.C., who, with Mr. M. J. 
Connolly (instructed by Mr. William Frewen), 
appeared for the defendant, now stated that 
she had elected to take the £1,000 in cash. 
Though the lands had been continuously let 
for grazing by the auctioneer, the old lady 


never received a halfpenny for the lettings. 
He submitted that there was no neces- 
sity whatever to bring a Chancery 
action in the matter at all, as the 
whole question involved could have been 


decided on an Originating summons, without 
incurring the expense of a Chancery suit;

LOSSES ATTRIBUTED TO SMALL 


OUTPUT. 

In the Bankruptcy. Court, before Mr. 
Justice Johnston, James A. Ritchie, builder, 
St. Mary’s terrace, Rathfarnham, a bankrupt, 
was examined as to his failure in business. 
He began business on his gown account in 
July, 1923, with a capital of less than £100. 
He entered into a contract with Mr.. P. 
Walker. of the Yellow House, Rathfarnham, 
for the building of a number of cottages on 
land which Mr. Walker had acquired fer that 
purpose. He lost £2,500 upon one group of 
cottages and £2,000 on another group, his 
total liabilities being about £8,000, while his 
assets were about £600. He owed over £6,900 
for the building materials. He attributed his 
losses on the contracts to the small output of 
the men that he had employed on the build. 
ings. The furniture of the house that he lived 
in belonged to his wife, and he owed Mr. 
Walker fifteen weeks’ rent at £1 2s. 6d. per 
week. 

Mr. Walker said that he undertook the 
speculation of building the cottages under the 
provisions of the Housing Act of 1924. He 
had paid Mr. Ritchie different sums, amount 
ing to £7,000. There were a number of the 
cottages left in an unfinished state since 
November last, and he was bound under his 
lease of the sites of some of the cottages to 
have them completed by September next. If 
he was paid five per cent. on his outlay, he 
wonld hand over all the buildings and lands 
to ihe creditors. 

The Judge, on the application of Mr. 
Walker, made an order giving him. authority 
to take possession of the building materials 
and to proeeed with the completion of the 
cottages.
